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Cars to Carry Anti-Air Pollution 
Devices Starting With 63 Models 


DETROIT, Dec. 6 (AP) — The 
automobile industry agreed to- 
day to equip all new cars and 
trucks with anti-air pollution de- 
vices, starting with the 1963 
model year. 

The action came less than four 
months after Abraham Ribicoff, 
Secretary of Health Education 
and Welfare, told the industry 
to come up with a voluntary 
solution in time for 1964 models 
or face congressional action. 

The board of directors of the 
Automobile Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation recommended today posi- 
tive crankcase ventilation sys- 
tems, often called blowby de- 
vices. Such devices have been 
installed on all new cars offered 
for sale in California since the 
start of the 1961 model year. 

Blowby fumes are gases that 


slip by the pistons in the com- 
busition process. Normally they 
are drawn into the air by the 
movement of the car. 


recirculates these vapors from 
the crankcase into the engine, 

the A.M.A. board has no au- 
thority other than to recommend 
to vehicle manufacturers. How- 
ever, all such manufacturers are 
members and normally conform 
with any such recommendation. 

The system used on new cars 
is manufactured by the AC 
spark plug division of General 
Motors. It is the only one so 
far certified by the California 
motor vehicle pollution control 
board. Such a device normally 
adds from $4.50 to $6.50 to the 
price of a car, based on Califor- 
nia sticker prices.

MOSCOW, Dec. 6 (AP) — The 
Soviet government announced 
today a _ record-breaking 1962 
budget, including an increase in 
military spending of almost 50 
per cent over that originally 
planned in 1961. 

The original 1961 figure was 
boosted tremendously last July 
because of United States mili- 
tary measures taken to meet the 
Berlin defense crisis, Soviet Pre- 
mier Khrushchev said then.

Premier Khrushchev came in 
and took his seat but paid no 
attention to the two heroes of the 
Bolshevik’ revolution. 

Voroshilov confessed at the 
Twenty-second Congress of the 
Soviet Communist party in Oc- 
tober that he had played a small 
part in the plot to oust Khrush- 
chev as party first secretary. He 
said he had changed and had 
since aided the leader. Khrush- 
chev said he forgave him. 

But on-Nov..7 he was rebuffed 
when he tried to take the po- 
sition of honor on the reviewing 
stand which he had occupied 
over 40 years. He was also es- 
corted out of the section re- 
served for important persons at 
a Kremlin party that night. 

Also attending the Supreme So- 
viet as a delegate was Alexei 
Kirichenkov, who wes ousted. in 
disgrace from his top party and 
government jobs 18 months ago.

BERLIN, Dec. 6 (AP) — A 
young railroad engineer and 24 
friends and relatives hijacked an 
East German train last night and 
raced at ‘50 miles an hour past 
border guards to safety in West 
Berlin 

‘“‘We knew we would make it,” 
said Harry Deterling, the 28- 
year-old engineer. He said food 
shortages and political pressure 
had made life unbearabie in East 
Germany. 

Seven passengers not in on the 
plot, including the conductor, 
chose to return to the Communist 
sector. An East German switch- 
ing locomotive pulled the steam 
locomotive and eight cars of the 
escape train back over the little- 
used section of track to East 
Germany. 

No Shots Fired. 


The escape—hastened by re- 
ports the Communsts were plan- 
ning to block the section of trac 
Dec. 10—came off without a 
hitch. Border police were taken 
by surprise and didn’t fire a 
shot. 

Deterling said he bégan plan- 
_ cape last Thursday 

vith Hartmut Lichy, his fireman, 
members of his family and 
friends. The escapees included 
the engineer’s mother, wife and 
four children 

Deterling arranged to make an 
“‘acquaintance run’’ on the Or- 
anienburg-Albrechtshof line rath- 
er than his regular run. 

“Everybody was told to be at 
Oranienburg station for the de- 
parture of the regular late eve- 
ning train to Albrechtshof. We 
were 2] in all. That included an 
8-day-old baby born only a day 
before we planned the escape.”’

Al- 
brechtshof, the last stop on the 
line, is about a quarter of a mile 
short of the border. 

Officials Went Wild. 


Deterling said a _ transport 
policeman aboard the train and 
the conductor went wild when 
they realized the train wasn’t 
stopping at Albrechtshof.

The unit that traveled the auto- 
bahn today had been stationd 
in Berlin temporarily, replacing 
a company of the regular garri- 
son which had gone to West 
Germany for field training. 

Forward units of the First 
Battle Group, Nineteenth Infan- 
try, are scheduled to make the 
eastward trip from the Helm- 
stedt border checkpoint to West 
Berlin tomorrow. The 1500-man 
force will replace a battle group 
that was rushed to Berlin after 
East Germany started building 
its wall dividing the city last 
August.

Much Being Done. | 

A lot of things are being done, 

however, to lessen that threat. | 

The Los Angeles county ar- | 
boretum is studying a fireproof 
plant, cistus, which is imported 
from the shores of the Medi- 
terranean, for possible planting 
on the hills. The plant, com- 
paratively low in oils, would 

slow the march of flames. 

Several research laboratories 
are studying new chemicals to 
use either for fireproofing 
vegetation or retarding flames. 
Most promising so far are 


chemical solutions made from 
lemon rinds and seaweed. 
These, however, are not ready 
for use.

CHICAGO, Dec. 6 (AP)—Two 
physicians reported yesterday 
that primary and_ secondary 
cases of syphilis increased 200 
per cent in the nation in the last 
five years. 

Dr. Nicholas J. Fiumara, di- 
rector of the division of com- 
municable and venereal diseases 
of the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Health, and Dr. 
William J. Brown, chief of the 
venereal disease branch of the 
communicable disease center, 
Atlanta, Ga., took part in a 
panel discussion on venereal dis- 
eases at the twentieth annual 
meeting of the American Acad- 
emy of Dermatology. 

Dr. Fiumara reported that 
syphilis, which was once be- 
lieved on the way to eradication, 
increased 50.5 per cent this 
year. He said the disease can 
be controlled permanently with 
the help of practicing physicians 
and patients in_ establishing 
early diagnosis and prompt in- 
stitution of, treatment. 

Dr. Brown = said _ infectious 
syphilis ‘“‘has been spiraling up- 
ward since 1957.”

FOR PEACE USt. 


TOSTART SUNDAY 


CARLSBAD, N. M., Dec. 6 
(UPI)—A new phase of man’s 
search for peaceful uses of the 
atom will begin Sunday in a 
small chamber deep beneath the 
plains of southern New Mexico. 

A 5-kiloton nuclear device will 
be detonated a fifth of a mile 
beneath the surface. The ex- 
plosion will seal the salt-bedded 
chamber and create a pocket 
filed with molten salt, steam and 
radioactive material. 

From the cavity—which has 
been defined as a ‘‘giant under- 
ground laboratory’’ — nuclear 
scientists hope to obtain basic 
information needed to use the 
atom for: 

Excavation of harbors and 
civil engineering projcts. 

Production of neutrons and 
radioisotopes requires in great 
quantity by science and indus- 
try. 

Generation of 
electrical power. 

Recovery of oil shale and tar 
sands, 

Mining of low-grade ore de- 
posits. 

Replenishing water table 
and purifying water. 

In Plowshare Program. 

The test is called Project 
Gnome. It is part of the over-all 
experimentation program known 
as Plowshare. 

Plowshare is America’s first 
attempt to divert the atom from 
its headlong race toward man’s 
destruction to using it for his 
welfare. Project Gnome is its 
first test. 


inexpensive 


The project was initiated in 
1957 at the Lawrence Radiation 
Laboratory, Livermore, Calif., in 
conjuntion with Atomic Energy 
Commission scientists. It was 
suspended during the world-wide 
moratorium on nuclear testing 
agreed to by nations two years 
later. 

But the resumption of tests by 
the Soviet Union this September 
caused President Kennedy to 
give the go-ahead and, on Oct. 
25, to set the Dec. 10 firing date. 

The blast will take plact at the 
end of a crook-shaped tunnel, 
1116 feet long and 1216 below 
ground level. The site is 25 miles 
southeast of Carlsbad in a semi- 
desert region. 

Three Sits Considered. 

The site was found to be the 
best suited of three considered 
for the test. The area is sparse- 
ly populated, has a relatively 
pure salt deposit, is .controlled 
by the Federal Government, and 
much is known of its geological 
formation. 


The salt deposit was wanted 
as a new medium for nuclear 
testing. Underground nuclear ex- 
plosions at Neveda test sites all 
had occurred in volcanic rock 
and desert sand. 

Scientists expect the blast to 
cause the tunnel to collapse and 
to create a sealed, spherical cav- 
ity. The cavity is expected to 
be 110 feet in diameter and to 
contain 6000 tons of molten salt 
in a pool 35 feet deep. The tem- 
perature of the salt is expected 
to be about 1440 degrees Fahr- 
enheit. 

The water in the salt (ap- 
proximately 1 per cent) is ex- 
pected to yield about 120. tons of 
superheated steam. This steam 
will be the basis of experiments 
in power and heat generated by 
the explosion. The cavity will 
be re-entered by drilling three to 
four days aftr the test. 


ROCKS 1,200,000,000 
YEARS OLD FOUND 
ON WEST COAST 


PASADENA, Calif., Dec. & 
(UPI)—Rocks more than a bil- 
lion years old are being scrutin- 
ized by a California Institute of 
Technology geologist and his 
colleagues. 

Dr. Leon Silver said the recent 
finds were 1,200,000,000 years old 
—the oldest discovered on the 
West Coast. The rocks were lo- 
cated in the San Gabriel moun- 
tains of southern California, 
which separate the Los Angeles 
basin from the arid Mojave 
desert. 

The discovery might revise 
previous beliefs about the begin- 
ning of the western portion of 
the North American continent. 

Silver said the rocks showed 
evidence that the westera edge 
of the continent had an earlier 
beginning then believed by some 
scientists who speculated its 
start was from a central core in 


Wyoming, Minnesota and south- | 


ern Canada. Rocks more than 
2,600,000,000 years of age were 
found in those locations. 

“Indications are that a signifi- 
cant point on the Pacific margin 

the continent originated more 

an 1,200,000,000 years ago and 
has persisted without destruc- 
tive modifications to the pres- 
ent,” Silver said.

The rehabilitation of a neighborhood or of 
a city is rather like the renovation of a home. 
How it is to be done depends on the thorough- 
ness of the undertaking. A house can be 
cleaned, room by room, without undue incon- 
‘venience to its occupants. An extensive re- 
modelling—with carpenters, plumbers and 
electricians creating their necessary confusion 
—might make it temporarily uninhabitable.

Patronage Before Prudence 

st. Clair county’s Board of Supervisors as 
usual has put politics before elementary 
financial prudence. The Fields-Touchette 
Democratic factions have joined forces to 
ram through a budget that will add more than 
$400,000 to the $1,250,000 that the Illinois 
county has lost on day-to-day cperations over 
the last 10 years. 7 

That the sizable prospective operating def- 
icit could be avoided seems clear from the 
report to Chairman Dean McClane of the 
county finance committee. The Belleville 
Township Supervisor showed precisely where 
and how the $3,395,432 budget could have 
been brought into reasonably close balance. 
In large measure the economies could have 
been achieved in the East St. Louis assessor's 
office and by eliminating a number of pa- 
tronage employes. But a majority of the 
other Supervisors would have no part of Mr. 
McClane’s proposals. 

A Post-Dispatch series last summer showed 
that. payrolls in the county were loaded with 
political dead-heads, some of whom were 
holding down several patronage jobs and run- 
ning a private business on the side. At the 
same time, many of the payrollers and others 
had failed to pay their personal property 
taxes. No wonder the county is in debt and 
getting in deeper all the time, and no wonder 
so much industrial acreage in St. Clair county 
stands vacant. Who is going to put up a new 
plant in a community that has permitted the 
politicians of both parties to spend tax money 
faster than it can be collected? 


Living With the Moores 

Parker Wheatley encountered a surprising 
number of people at the airport who said 
they approved of the Henry Moore sculptures 
at first sight. Whether the same persons 
would have expressed the same views in the 
absence of a camera and microphone is ques- 
tionable. Especially in matters of art, many 
hate to appear unsophisticated or contemptu- 
ous of authority in public. But any visitor to 
the new airport plaza can see the curled lip 
and hear the laugh of contumely that is 
habitually directed at abstract art by those 
who know what they like. 

The cure for such public disapproval as 
exists, we are confident, is simply time. Let 
the Moore figures be seen again and again, 
let them become an integral part of the land- 
scape, let them do for the airport what the 
Milles figures have done for Aloe Plaza, 
and even the most ‘keptical St. Louisan will 
find that he kind of likes them after all. 
These sculptures may lack the majestic 
beauty of some other Moore works, such as 
the reclining figure at UNESCO headquarters 
in Paris, but they have power and conviction 
and the other qualities of great art that as- 
sure their durability. 

They cannot, however, be appreciated in 
representational terms. The viewer who re- 
lates them too closely to:human figures, try- 
ing to decide just where the hips are and 
what is the posture of the limbs, will find him- 
self compelled to explain how one seems to 
have four legs and why, above all, each is in 
two severed parts. This way madness, lies. 
Here are no reproductions from nature, but 


abstractions. -Here are magnificent shapes, 
volumes and spaces, no-lessbeautiful for 
having been invented by an artist instead 
of copied from reality. In these terms, and 
when considered as part of a perfectly splen- 
did plaza composition, the Moore figures are 
a great addition to St. Louis, which everybody 
can be proud of. 


Mr. Stevenson’s Decision 


Adlai Stevenson’s decision to remain in his 
post as chief United States delegate to the 
United Nations is a wise one. Mr. Stevenson 
said that President Kennedy had “greatly re- 
inforced” his view that he can best serve his 
country in the field of foreign policy, and in 
this the former Illinois Governor's friends 
will concur. 

Just what started the movement to have 
Mr. Stevenson run for the Senate from Illi- 
nois is far from clear. It came out of thin 
air several days ago when Mr. Stevenson 
emerged from a meeting with President Ken- 
nedy and told reporters Mayor Daley of Chi- 
cago had asked him to enter the race. But 
the Post-Dispatch disclosed Monday that the 
President told Mr. Stevenson he is serving 
the national interest better at the U.N. than 
he would be as a Senator. 

Mr. Stevenson could serve the Administra- 
tion and the country effectively in the Senate, 
but in many ways the Ambassadorship to the 
U.N. is a post that should be peculiarly con- 
genial to him. He is known and respected 
throughout the world. It is true that a man 
with his clear-eyed view of international prob- 
lems cannot always be in perfect accord with 
Administration policy, but Mr. Stevenson is 
big enough and loyal enough to do the best 
he can. 

There may be a certain amount of friction 
between the President and Mr. Stevenson, 
since Mr. Stevenson withheld his support at 
a critical time in Mr. Kennedy’s candidacy 
last year. But Mr. Kennedy displayed good 
sense in making it clear he not only wants 


Mr. Stevenson to continue at the U.N. but 
hopes he will play ‘an expanding role’ in 
making foreign policy. For his part, Mr. 


stevenson has shown the devotion to duty 
his friends have come to expect of him. 


Return to Dignity 

The celebration of the centennial of the 
Civil War which seemed to be degenerating 
into a series of tawdry mock-battles, conceived 
as Southern tourist ‘‘attractions,” should 
now be restored to a befitting dignity. Allan 
Nevins, one of the war’s most distinguished 
historians, has been elected to replace Gen. 
U. S. Grant Ill as chairman of the centennial 
commission. He has indicated that, so far 
as this official body is concerned, there will 
be no huckstering of Confederate flags and 
“souvenirs,”’ whatever private exploiters may 
do. Some crude commercialization caused 
the troubles which led to the resignation of 
Gen. Grant. It is to the credit of President 
Kennedy that he named Prof. Nevins to the 
commission, thus showing sensitivity to the 
nation’s deepest tragedy. 


Symbols for the Alliance 


President Kennedy has chosen carefully 
the first two Latin American republics which 
he will visit in behalf of the Alliance for 
Progress. Venezuela and Colombia symbolize 
the intent of the Alliance to provide a demo- 
cratic charge for a revolutionary battery. 

In Caracas and Bogota, the President will 
help to dedicate low-cost .ousing, primary 
schools and rural village improvement pro}j- 
ects already begun under the Alliance. These 
efforts combine two aspects of the Alliance 
that make it different from previous aid 
plans: the requirement of Self-help and the 
attempt to reach the people directly. 

Around Caracas alone, some 300,000 per- 
sons live in makeshift shacks, but they can 
gaze upon modern apartments where the 
monthly rent is equivalent to their yearly 
wage. The contrasts are not as severe in 
neighboring Colombia, but this is a primarily 
agricultural nation where only some 3 per 
cent of the mountainous land is under culti- 
vation, and 35 per cent of the population 
is illiterate. Such figures show why the Alli- 
ance does well to emphasize housing, schools 
and rural improvements. 

Despite their individual characteristics, 
Venezuela and Colombia offer some political 
similarities which President Kennedy unques- 
tionably recognizes. Until a few years ago, 
both nations, like Cuba, were under military 
dictators. Both, like Cuba, then overthrew the 
tyrannies—and both, again like Cuba, under- 
took broad social reforms. But there any 
resemblance to Cuba stops. Presidents Betan- 
court of Venezuela and Lleras Camargo of 
Colombia are dedicated liberals. bent on dem- 
ocratic achievement. They are enemies of 
Communism and have become antagonists 
for Fidel Castro. 

Venezuela and Colombia merit all the help 
a friendly United States can give them in 
building a democratic structure for social 
and economic progress. Indeed, the purpose 
of President Kennedy’s trip is to dramatize 
this country’s “intense concern for those pro- 
grams aimed at improving the welfare of the 
greatest number of people.” The -elfare of 
the greatest number is a guiding principle 
of our Government, but Latin Americans 
need to be convinced that the principle will 
be applied to them. 


Sukarno’s Threats 

Having lost again in the United Nations, 
President Sukarno of Indonesia is again ut- 
tering warlike cries about Netherlands New 
Guinea, which the Indonesians call West Irian 
and claim for their own. Mr. Sukarno or- 
dered his armed forces to prepare for the 
“liberation” and said he would give his com- 
mand “in the near future.” 

Indonesia has failed annually in its effort 
to obtain control of West Irian through U.N. 
action and has often made military threats. 
against the disputed territory. But the action 
of the U.N. this year seemed to put Indone- 
sia’s objectives farther iway than ever by 
giving considerable support to the Dutch pro- 
posal for self-determination. 

There may be merit in Mr. Sukarno’s claim 
on West Irian, but as a practical matter the 
President is having so much trouble keeping 
Indonesia on its feet that the idea of taking 
on more territory is a bit ridiculous. At any 
rate, Mr. Sukarno, who led his nation out of 
colonial status, should know better than most 
that such problems should be solved by ne- 
gotiation, not by military means.

Between Book Ends With Caps in Their Hands 


SPORT U.S.A. The Best From ‘the Sat- 
urday Evening Post, edited by Harry 
Paxton. (Nelson, 463 pgs., $7.50.) 


In the current-affairs business of gen- 
eral sports coverage the only item more 
dull than last week’s touchdowns is last 
month’s home runs. Quick turnover is 
what the public wants, and gets, in 
scores and races but the public has sen- 
timent, too, and that makes the re-dis- 
covery of sports material a sound in- 
vestment for a book publisher. 


Harry Paxton, sports editor of the 
Saturday Evening Post since 1949, has 
assembled 62 pieces, articles and some 
fiction, that have appeared in the mag- 
agine. A center spread of illustrations 
consists of sports-theme covers from 
the magazine. Paxton did his job the 
hard way, by going through each issue 
of the magazine published since 1900. 

The collection is not a 60-year his- 
tory of sports in the United States; it 
is a gathering of incidents or aspects 
of many things that have been labeled 
as sport, and t:me is no object. The 
first article in the book appeared in 
the Post in 1936. It ran under Connie 


Mack’s by-line and the title was ‘‘The 
Bad Old Days of Baseball.’’ 

‘In 1883, when I was going on twen- 
ty-one .. . ” Mack’s first sentence be- 
gan, and it was an effective lead in 
1936, commanding respect right away, 
and it commands an additional 25- 
years’-worth of respect now. Mack re; 
called that baseball players were be- 
neath the notice of decent society when 
he was 21, and did not test the toler- 
ance of room clerks at first or second- 
class hotels. . They went directly to 
third-class hotels with their caps in 
their hands and hoped they would be 
permitted to register if they agreed not 
to mingle with the guests and give the 
place a bad name. 

He recalled the compensating joys of 
his youth in baseball, particularly as a 
batter. The batter told the umpire 
where he wanted the ball to be pitched 
to him, high or low or in-between and 
at what speed, and the umpire, a gra- 
cious lackey, forwarded the instruc- 
tions to the pitcher and the ball was 
delivered, just so. 

Mack’s lore was news to many when 
it first appeared and will be again. In 


25 years, several generations have had 
time to forget, and several other gen- 
erations have come along and are un- 
instructed on quaint and ancient base- 
ball.. Perhaps they even are not—ter- 
terrible thought—certain ~ at connec- 
tion Connie Mack had with it and will 
question Paxton’s right to identify him 
briefly and boldly as The Grand Old 
Man of Baseball because every fifth 
grader knows that is Casey Stengel’s 
title. Or Warren Spahn’s. 

Paxton claims in a statement on the 
book jacket that editing was a struggle 
because lie has at least 62 other ar- 
ticles he wanted to include. He chose 
well, though.

ing: military junta. They cannot 
appeal again. 

In other decisions today the 
panel confirmed one life term 
and 10 lesser prison terms given 
to other former Rhee govern- 
ment: officials and reduced 12 
other prison terms given to for- 
mer Rhee cabinet ministers, 
former Liberal party officials 
and former bank officials ac- 
cused of rigging the presidential 
election on March 15, 1960, which 
caused the downfall of the Rhee 
government. 

Twenty-eight former. officials 
of the Rhee government have 
been convicted and sentenced 


Sept. 12, Including nine ex-min- 
isters. All but two of these ap- 
pealed, 


The revolutionary court has 
handed down a total of 13 death 
sentences so far and the appel- 
late panel has confirmed 10 and 
handed down its own additional 
death sentence to another.

In a’ written announcement 
prepared by the club, Ivy indi 
cated that he had received an 
otfer to renew his contract which 
was to have expired at the end 
of the season. 

“I greatly appreciate Mr. and 

Wolfner’s offer to renew 
my contract,” Ivy was quoted. 
*‘They have given me the finest 
co-operation I could ask for. 
However, my feeling is that a 
coach can only work so long with 
a team. Then, if he does not get 
the desired results, it is in the 
best interest of everyone con- 
cerned that a change be made.” 

Nothing to Add. 

Ivy, after reading over the 
prepared announcement this aft- 
ernoon, said he had nothing more 
to add. He said that he had no 
plans for the future. 

When asked if he did not be- 
lieve the string of player injuries 
had handicapped the Big Red 
severly through most of this 5-7 
season, Ivy said. ‘“That’s imma- 
terial.” 

Walter Wolfner, managing 
director of the Cardinal club 
that transferred from Chicago 
to St. Louis before the 1960 
season, said that coaching 
duties for the remainder of the 
season will be divided among 
the assistant coaches. . 

The assistants are Ray Pro- 
chaska, who moved with Ivy 
from the Edmonton Eskimos of 
the Canadian League to the Car- 
dinal club in 1958; Chuck Drulis, 
a veteran of the National Foot- 
ball League, and Ray Willsey, 
who has been on the staff for 
twc seasons.

Of a Lavaliering 


THE JOLTS THAT COME to a naturally shy and reticent 
man if he lets his attention wander from the changes that are 
going on in our language can be traumatic. 

I speak from painful experience. 

At a pleasant social 
gathering the other night 
a wholesome matron, 
seated next to me, re- 
marked, ‘My .daughter 
has been lavaliered.”’ 

Now I have always de- 
tested that standard scene 
in the movies where a 
character receives some 
astounding. news just as 
he is taking a drink of 
coffee. The reaction, dra- 
matic though it may be, 
is messy. So, bravely, I 
got my coffee down with- 
out choking or spraying. 

My wife was at the 
other end of the table.

And, I must say, a verb which teemed with sinister 

overtones. I could envision a rich, old woman being 

lavaliered by a cat burglar, entering through the 

French doors of the Riviera villa, grasping the neck- 

lace in his hand and garroting the unfortunate (though 

wealthy) victim with her own brilliants. 

If this was what the wholesome matron had in mind as 
having happened to her daughter, she struck me as extremely 
caim 

The matron 
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continued to regard me steadily, whole- 
somely, evidently expecting some sort of response. But what? 
Desperately buying time, I ate an olive. 

Never had I eaten an olive so slowly and never had the 
eating of an olive seemed to go so quickly. I thought to turn 
the conversation to safer channels by saying, ‘‘Aren’t the 
Olives unusually small this year?” 

But that would have been cowardly. Here was a woman, 
one whom I barely knew, who had singled me out to receive 
this terrible (if that was what it was) confidence. Come to 
think of it, she had whispered when she remarked, ‘My 
daughter has been lavaliered.’’ 

The words were meant for my ears alone. No one else 
had heard. The responsibility for assisting this distressed 
(though wholesome) matron was entirely mine. 

I studied her as I bought more time by slowly buttering 
@ radish. Was there something slightly Oriental about her 
features? Some Chinese ancestry, so that when she said, 
““My daughter has been lavaliered,”’ what she really meant 
was, “‘My daughter has been revolvered’’? No, no. there was 
that calm tone (even though whispered) in which she had 
spoken. Hardly likely in a mother whose child had been 
gunned down. 

I had bought all the time I could afford. 

I took the plunge: “Uh. Well, there’s a lot of it 
going around.” 

The wholesome face brightened. 

“Isn’t that the truth?’ she asked. ‘Veronica 

Louise says there are five girls in her dorm who have 

been lavaliered so far this semester. 

And, turning to the man on her right, she left me to re- 
flect upon this news. Or I would have reflected upon it if I 
had known what I had to reflect about. 

The rest of the evening I avoided the wholesome matron, 
but it was not until we were in our car on the way home that 
I had an opportunity to say to my wife, ‘““That lady I was 
sitting next to’s daughter has been lavaliered.’’ 

“T know,” my wife breathed, ‘‘and they say he’s a lovely 
boy.”’ 

“Who's .a lovely boy?” 

“The boy,” my wife said with some exasperation, ‘‘who 
lavaliered the lady you were sitting next to’s daughter.”’ 

I stopped the car. 

“We go no farther,” I said, “until I know what lavaliere 
means.” 

“It’s a thing women wear around their necks——’ 

“I know, I know,” I Jack Bennied (anything or anybody 
is liable to turn into a verb there days), ‘“‘but the usage— 
to lavaliere, or to be lavaliered. What does it mean?” 

‘Well, where have you been?” she asked. “‘It’s like going 
steady, only more so, but not quite engaged, as | understand 
it. The girl wears the boy’s ring or fraternity emblem or 
something like that around her neck.” 

“And that’s all that happened to the lady I was sitting 
next to’s daughter?”

Most Dangerous Waters in Asia

TOLI TOLI, North Celebes, 

Dec. 6 (AP). 
ARMED SMUGGLERS operat- 
ing from the three countries bor- 
dering the Celebes Sea — Indo- 
nesia, The Philippines and Brit- 
ish North Borneo—have made 
that stretch of water the most 

dangerous in Asia. 


Indonesian police have had a 
dozen sea battles with determined 
smugglers in recent months as 
suppression work moves _ into 
high gear. 

Police are certain that inter- 
national syndicates have moved 
into the multi-million § dollar 
smuggling business. 

Smugglers have long operated 
in this coconut region of the 
North Celebes, which stretches 
out like the arm of a swimming 
starfish. 

Copra, nutmeg and cloves are 
bartered for luxury goods from 
North Borneo. 

In recent years, helped along 
by Indonesia’s internal rebel- 
lions, smuggling in the area has 
developed from the traditional 
barter trade by remote islanders 
into a booming business. 


The center of smuggling opera- 
tions in northern Indonesia is 
this tiny fishing village of Toli 
Toli, the nearest Celebes land- 
fall to North Borneo, and the 
most infamous village in the In- 
donesian archipelago. 

Toli Toli, set in a small shallow 
bay like numerous other villages 
in the area, can be reached only 


—" 


by small boat. No roads lead 
into the hinterland. There is no 
airstrip. 

Toli Toli has been an open vil- 
lage for decades. Only last month 
did Indonesian police feel safe to 
establish a small force here. 

But the police face big prob- 
lems. 

Hundreds of small, ocean-going 
native sailing craft infest the 
Celebes Sea. For centuries’ they 
have sailed at the mercy of the 
winds; now they have become 
modern in a hurry. 

With sails furled, they plough 
through the sea at speeds up to 
30 knots, powered by as many 
as six outboard motors. The fast- 
est patrol boats Indonesia has in 
this area can move at about 25 
knots. 

Indonesian and Philippine po- 
lice patrols on the high seas are 
wary about approaching the in- 
nocent-looking sail craft. 

In July, one sail craft off 
Toli Toli opened up on an 
Indonesian patrol boat with 12 
Vickers machine guns. The po- 
lice hurriedly moved off to a 
safe distance and “pacified” 
the sumgglers with cannon 
fire, killing four and badly 
damaging the smugglers’ cargo 
of watches, cigarettes, kero- 
sene refrigerators, transistor 

radios and textiles.

THIS BUSINESS of knowing 
which way to make a two-way 
finesse for a missing queen is 
susceptible to sound treatment 
in some hands. You just have 
to know how to go about it. 

South is playing six notrump 
His three notrump response 
showed 16 or 17 points, strength 
in the three side suits, and no- 
trump distribution. North, with 
18 points, knows his side has at 
least 34 points, and he therefore 
contracts for the slam at once. 

West leads a club and South 
sees ten sure tricks before him 
He knows he can make twelve 
provided he guesses which op- 
ponent has the queen of hearts. 
He can make two extra tricks 
in hearts by finessing success- 
fully against the queen, but only 
one if he misguesses the finess« 

On the opening lead it is too 
early for him to decide which 
defender has the queen of hearts, 
so South wins the club in dum- 
my, cashes the ace of spades, 
and then leads a low spade to 
the jack.

Declarer takes it in dummy 
and now concentrates directly 
on the task of learning all he 
can about the composition of the 
defenders’ hands. 


He cashes the king of spades, 
and when it turns out that the 
spades are divided 3-3, he also 
cashes the seven, discarding a 
heart. Next he takes the A-K-Q 
of diamonds, ending in his own 
hand, and also cashes the ace 
of clubs. 

By this time, having obtained 
the information he sought, his 
problem in hearts is solved 
West has shown up with 
clubs (East did not follow to the 
third round of clubs), three 
spades and three diamonds.

Proposals to improve a section 
of Millbrook boulevard in Uni- 
versity City were referred to the 
city’s Traffic Commission for 
further after a lengthy 
public hearing at a recent City 
Council meeting. 

Four proposals for improve- 
ment of the section of Millbrook 
from Mehlville avenue to Big 


Bend boulevard were discussed 
by more than 15 persons. 


study 


Several presented petitions 
calling for immediate action ol 
some type. Others objec.ed to 
the slowness with which the pro}- 
ect was progressing. 

The topic has been discussed 
by the council for several 
months An appropriation 
$32,000 for such a project is in- 
cluded in the current budget. 

Councilman David Y. Camp- 
bell had introduced a resolution 
calling for construction of a 
three-lane roadway from Mehi- 
ville to Big Bend which would 
ultimately become the southern 
of a four-lane divided 
roadway. 

Resurfacing Suggested. 


Other proposals ranged from 
simply resurfacing the, present 
section of roadway to building a 
four-lane divided concrete road- 
way with a seeded parkway me- 
dian strip. These projects would 
range in cost from $42,500 to 
$294,000, it was estimated. 

Almost all those who appeared 
at the hearing knew of the traf- 
fic bottleneck situation which de- 
velopes at the Big Bend-Mill- 
brook intersection during morn- 
ing and evening rush hours.

He said the Forest Park Ex- 
pressway proposed by St. Louis, 
is planned as a four-lane road- 
way with two 23-foot sections and 
a 13-foot. median. 

Actual construction would start 
no sooner than the spring of 1963, 
according to offictals in the 
condemnation office of the city. 


“But this project is definitely | 


coming and we should be pre- 
pared to face the traffic that a 
roadway of this nature would 
dump into our community,” he 
said. 

To proceed with any of the 
projects proposed by the council 
yould be wrong, he added. 

County Bond Issue Cited. 

Cook discussed also the possi- 
bility of the county passing a 
road improvements bond issue. 

“If the county passes ea bond 
{fssue of this nature,’’ Cook said, 
‘it ild certainly have the 
right to build a roadway through 
University City. 

A bond issue for road improve- 
ments has been recommended to 
the county in a survey conducted 
by Sverdrup & Parcel and As- 
sociates. Among other priority 
projects recommended by the 
engineering firm was construc- 
tion of a Forsyth by-pass and 
nmprovement of Millbrook. 

The survey estimated the cost 
of such a project at $5,773,000. 
It would include construction of 
two 24-foot roadways with a 
median and limited access. 

The study recommended ac- 
cess at Big Bend, Forsyth boule- 
vard, Hanley road and Brent- 
wood boulevard. 

The county would have 
legal right to remove any im- 
provements made along Mill- 
brook in order to construct a 
roadway, John J. Morris, city at- 
torney, said. 

Residents who attended the 
hearing repeatedly voiced objec- 
tion to such a roadway. 

Councilman Paul Tandler intro- 
duced a resolution calling for the 
proposals to be submitted to the 
Traffic Commission for study. 

Delaying Tactic Alleged. 

Campbell said the move was 
a delaving tactic. The motion 
was defeated by a 4-to-3-vote. 

Tandler resubmitted the reso- 
lution with the stipulation that 
recommendations by the com- 
mission must be made to the 
council by Jan. 31. The council 
adopted the resolution 4 to 3, as 
Councilman Bruce S. Stake 
changed his vote. 

In. other business, a_ public 
hearing was held on the improve- 
ment of the Big Bend-Delmar 
boulevard intersection. The mat- 
ter was unanimously referred to 
the Traffic Commission for fur- 
ther study.

A reading program designed 
to increase speed and compre- 
hension has been instituted in 
the eighth and eleventh grades 
in the Ladue School District, 
Superintendent Ivan C. Nicholas 
announced today 

First classes, in groups of 15, 
were established on the basis of 
similar needs of the students, 
with 173 students in the 
grades enrolled on a voluntary 
basis. If the program proves 
successful, it will be offered to 
all secondary students in the 
district.

For the eighth grade students,

PERMITS REQUIRED 


Plans for nuclear shelters in 
Glendale must have the approval 
of an architect or licensed engi- 
neer, the Board of Aldermen 
voted recently. The vote came 
after a resident had expressed 
an interest in building a shelter 
and had applied for a permit. 

Alderman K. Cramer Lewis 
said he had three applications 
for permits but was not sure 
how to proceed 

The aldermen decided to al- 
low construction of shelters hav- 
ing the seal of an architect or 
licensed engineer required under 
the existing building code. 

Shelters must conform to 
ground zoning lines, and those 
constructed outside existing 
foundations will require a per- 
mit at the regular fee for ground 
evel construction, which is $2.50 
for the first $1000 and $1 for 
each additional $1000 or fraction 
thereof, plus inspection fees, it 
was stated.

More than 260 students at Hor- 
ton Watkins High School, Ladue, 
and at two junior high s 
in the district were 
absent yesterday, the 

patch was told 

High School offic 
$9 studen 
of 908 missed classes. More than 
half had influenza. | 
High School’s total enrollment 
is 750. More than 80 children 
were absent there. Officials said 
that 87 students were absent 
from West Junior High School. 
That school’s enrollment is 393. 

Ladue School District officials 
said students are sent home 
when the first sign of sickness 
is reported. Children are told to 
consult.a private physician and 
not to return to school until the 
infection is cleared. 

There is not much schools can 
do about an outbreak such as 
this, the school medical staff 
said. If an epidemic is declared, 
the Board of Education would 
act to close schools. 

Other school districts in the 
western section of the county 
have reported more iiaiiaibe eS 
than normal and officials have 
attribued this to an outbreak 
of influenza. 

No Indication of Epidemic. 

Miss Amy 0. Tabor, nurse at 
Brentwood High School, said 
there is more sickness than 
normal but that no epidemic is 
indicated. 

‘This illness is a home matter 
We have no program other than 
to advise students to get more 
rest and avoid groups. Any medi- 
cation would have to come from 
a physician at home,” she said. 

Clayton High School has had 
more than the norma! number of 
absenteees, Mrs. Lois Bollinger, 
registered nurse of the school 
district, said yesterday. Other 
schools are normal, she added. 

Every child that looks sick is 
sent home and must be ex- 
amined by the school doctor be- 
fore he is admitted to classes 
again, Mrs. Bollinger said. 

George M. Stuber, assistant 
superintendent of the Clayton 
School District, requested a pro- 
gram from the St. Youis County 
Health Department, but was told 
that no program had been insti- 
tuted on the district level. 

Immunization shots were not 
given to the students in the 
Clayton district because officials 
were told that mass immuniza- 
tion could spread other diseases. 

Eureka school officials said 
there has been no flu epidemic 
or even a serious outbreak of 
the illness. If an epidemic did 
occur, efforts to combat it would 
have to come from the County 
Health Department and be ap- 
proved by the Board of Educa- 
tion, it was said. 

Urged to Get, Shots. 

The Ritenour and Parkway 
consolidated school districts have 
recorded an absentee increase, 
but there is no flu epidemic, of- 
ficials said. Children and par- 
ents were requested to get vac- 
cine before the school year 
started. 

There has been no increase in 
absenteeism in the Wellston 
School District, officials noted. 

Medical officials for the Uni- 
versity City School District said 
that a high number of absentees 
were reported in the elementary 
schools and Brittany Junior High 
School, but other schools are 
normal. 

Children are examined before 
they are permitted to return to 
classrooms, the medical staff 
gaid. Parents are asked to have 
their children immunized against 
influenza. 

In the event of an epidemic, 
a medical official said, the ill 
children would be sent home and 
the others would continue to 
come to school.
